Message  from  the  Mayor 


Newburyport  is  a magnificent  city  with  a beautiful  waterfront,  Plum  Island,  state  and  local  parks, 
historic  homes  and  a city  that  is  rich  in  culture,  history  and  art.  It  has  been  a privilege  to  serve  the 
residents  of  Newburyport  over  the  past  year  as  the  68^^  Mayor. 

The  year  has  presented  significant  challenges  due  to  the  unprecedented  economic  times  as  local, 
state  and  national  leaders  struggle  to  balance  budgets,  address  deficits  and  maintain  services.  In 
Newburyport,  despite  four  years  of  cuts  in  Local  Aid  and  school  funding,  we  have  maintained  a 
strong  AA  bond  rating,  held  spending  to  less  than  a one  percent  increase,  generated  new  revenue 
streams,  maintained  a stable  workforce  and  continued  current  levels  of  resident  services.  We  have 
also  made  much  progress  this  year  with  projects  including  the  following  highlights:  broke  ground  on 
the  wastewater  treatment  facility  major  rehabilitation  with  the  water  treatment  plant  upgrades  to 
begin  shortly:  the  first  leg  of  the  Rail  Trail  opened  and  planning  for  the  next  section  is  well 
underway;  the  renovated  Brown  Square  opened  with  new  emphasis  on  the  history  of  this  park;  we 
are  in  the  pipeline  with  the  state  School  Building  Authority  to  address  the  capital  needs  of  our 
schools:  the  Kelley  Youth  Center  opened;  Emma  Andrews  Library  will  soon  be  re-opened  with  an 
expanded  community  focus;  we  achieved  Green  Community  status  and  are  working  on  a wide 
range  of  clean  and  sustainable  energy  initiatives:  the  Clean  Tech  Center  opened  and  received 
grant  seed  money  from  the  state  Clean  Energy  Center;  a major  flood  study  is  underway  in  the 
industrial  park;  and  we  are  actively  engaged  with  our  neighboring  communities  in  working  with  the 
State  on  the  Accelerated  Bridge  Projects.  Other  projects  and  activities  may  be  viewed  by  visiting 
the  City  website  at  wviw.citvofnewburvDort  com  and  accessing  my  State  of  the  City  Address. 

In  closing,  one  of  the  greatest  challenges  as  a new  Mayor  is  to  establish  a strong  management 
structure  and  leadership  team;  I am  very  proud  of  the  men  and  women  serving  in  these  leadership 
roles  as  Department  Heads  and  other  key  staff.  We  will  continue  to  work  hard  for  the  citizens  of  our 
city  and  to  be  responsive  to  their  inquiries  and  needs.  As  you  have  heard  me  say;  I believe  we 
must  always  honor  and  learn  from  our  past,  use  lessons  learned  to  achieve  our  present  goals  as  we 
shape  the  future  for  those  who  will  come  after  us.  Thank  you

Explanation 

The  order  proposes  that  the  City  accept  a state  law  provision  that  allows  for  increases  in  all 
property  tax  exemptions  currently  granted  by  the  City.  If  voted,  a uniform  percentage  increase  of 
up  to  (100%)  would  be  applied  to  ail  of  the  exemptions. 

Clause  17D  currently  allov.'S  for  an  exemption  of  $212  for  surviving  spouses  and  minor  children 
occupying  a property.  Clauses  22,  22A,  22B,  22C,  22D  and  22E  currently  allow  for  veterans 
exemptions  of  various  types  and  amounts  between  a maximum  of  $400  and  $1,000.  Clause  37A 
currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  $500  for  a blind  person  owning  and  occupying  a property. 
Clause  41C  currently  allows  for  an  exemption  of  $500  for  elderly  persons  owning  and  occupying 
a property.  Each  clause  has  certain  eligibility  requirements  that  must  be  satisfied  to  receive  the 
exemption  and  only  one  type  of  exemption  can  be  granted  for  each  property.

“ HarborM’alk"  shall  mean  that  portion  of  public  recreational  walkway  along  the  Merrimack  River  which  has  its 
M>esterly  terminus  at  Cashman  Park  and  has  an  easterly  terminus  at  the  property  of  the  existing  Michael's 
Harborside  Restaurant,  including  the  Route  1 underpass  and  its  M>aterfront  intersection  with  the  Clipper  City 
Rail  Trail.

SECTION  XXVI  WIND  ENERGY  CONVERSION  FACILITIES 
XXVI-A  PURPOSE  AND  INTENT 

It  is  the  express  purpose  of  this  ordinance  to  accommodate  commercial  distributed 
generation,  wind  energy  conversion  facilities  (not  residentially  scaled  facilities)  in 
appropriate  locations,  while  minimizing  any  adverse  visual,  safety  and  environmental 
impacts  of  the  facilities.  The  ordinance  enables  the  review  of  wind  energy  conversion 
facilities  by  the  City’s  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  in  keeping  with  the  City’s  existing 
ordinances.  This  ordinance  is  intended  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  regulations 
adopted  by  the  City,  including  historic  district  regulations,  and  other  local  ordinances 
designed  to  encourage  appropriate  land  use,  environmental  protection,  and  provision  of 
adequate  infiastnicturc  development  in  Newburyport. 

XXVI-B  DEFINITIONS 

Gear  area:  Area  surrounding  a wind  turbine  to  be  kept  free  of  habitable  structures.  The 
area  shall  be  equal  to  the  circumference  around  the  tower,  where  the  radius  is  equal  to  the 
length  of  the  rotor  blade  measured  from  the  base  of  the  tower. 

Distributed  Generation:  Energy  generation  that  is  located  at  or  near  the  end-user. 

Height:  The  height  of  a turbine  measured  to  the  tip  of  the  blade  at  its  highest  point. 

Nacelle:  The  frame  and  housing  at  the  top  of  the  tower  that  encloses  the  gearbox  and 
generator  and  protects  them  from  the  weather. 

Rotor:  The  blades  and  hub  of  the  wind  turbine  that  rotate  during  turbine  operation. 

Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  (SPGA):  Board  designated  by  zoning  ordinance  or 
ordinance  with  the  authority  to  issue  special  permits. 

Wind  energy  conversion  facility:  All  equipment,  machinery  and  structures  utilized  in 
connection  with  the  conversion  of  wind  to  electricity.  This  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to. 
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all  transmission,  storage,  collection  and  supply  equipment,  substations,  transformers,  site 
access,  service  roads  and  machinery  associated  with  the  use.  A wind  energy  conversion 
facility  may  consist  of  one  or  more  wind  turbines. 

Wind  Monitoring  or  Meteorological  (**108^*  or  **niet*^  Towers:  Tower  used  for 
supporting  anemometer,  wind  vane  and  other  equipment  to  assess  the  wind  resource  at  a 
predetermined  height  above  the  ground. 

Wind  turbine:  A device  that  converts  kinetic  energy  of  the  wind  into  rotational  energy  to 
turn  an  electrical  generator  shaft  A wind  turbine  typically  consists  of  a rotor,  nacelle  and 
supporting  tower. 

XXVI-C  APPLICABILITY  AND  CRITERIA 

1.  The  construction  of  any  wind  energy  conversion  facility  shall  be  permitted  in  the  1-1 
and  1-1 B zoning  districts,  a minimum  distance  of  300  feet  from  a residential  zoning 
district,  subject  to  issuance  of  a Special  Permit  and  provided  the  proposed  use  complies 
with  all  Dimensional  and  Special  Permit  Regulations  set  forth  in  Sections  F and  G of  this 
ordinance. 

2.  Wind  monitoring  or  meteorological  towers  shall  be  permitted  in  the  I-l  and  1-lB 
zoning  districts,  a minimum  distance  of  300  feet  from  a residential  zoning  district,  subject 
to  issuance  of  a building  permit  for  a temporary  structure.  Only  one  monitoring  or 
meteorological  tower  per  lot  is  allowed. 

3.  All  such  wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  constructed  and  operated  in 
locations  that  minimize  adverse  visual,  safety,  and  environmental  impacts.  No  special 
permit  shall  be  granted  unless  the  special  permit  granting  authority  finds  in  writing  that: 

a.  The  proposed  use  is  in  harmony  with  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  ordinance; 

b.  the  proposed  location  is  an  appropriate  location  on  the  site; 

c.  the  use  will  be  sited,  designed,  and  operated  in  a manner  that  appropriately 
addresses  the  potential  impacts  to  the  neighborhood  and  community; 

d.  the  use  will  not  pose  a significant  adverse  impact  to  the  health  or  public  safety  of 
the  neighborhood; 

e.  there  will  be  no  serious  hazard  to  pedestrians  or  vehicles  from  the  use;  and 

f.  adequate  and  appropriate  facilities  will  be  provided  for  proper  operation  of  the 
use. 

These  criteria  are  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  special  permit  criteria  outlined  in  Section  X-H- 
7. 

4.  Such  permits  may  also  impose  reasonable  conditions,  safeguards  and  limitations  on 
time  and  use  and  may  require  the  applicant  to  implement  all  reasonable  measures  to 
mitigate  unforeseen  adverse  impacts  of  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility,  should  they 
occur. 
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XXVI-D  SITE  CONTROL 

The  applicant  shall  submit  documentation  of  the  legal  right  to  install  and  use  the 
proposed  facility  at  the  time  of  application  for  a Special  Permit  Documentation  should 
also  include  proof  of  control  over  the  clear  areas.  Control  shall  mean  legal  authority  to 
prevent  the  use  of  any  structure  within  the  clear  area  for  human  habitation  or  other  use 
permitting  human  occupancy. 

XXVI-E  PROOF  OF  LIABILITY  INSURANCE 

The  applicant  shall  be  required  to  provide  evidence  of  the  availability  of  liability 
insurance  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  loss  or  damage  to  persons  and  structures 
occasioned  by  the  failure  or  use  of  the  facility. 

XXVI-F  DISTRICT  REGULATIONS 

1.  Use  Regulations 

All  wind  energy  conversion  facilities  or  wind  monitoring  towers  shall  require  a building 
permit  and  may  be  permitted  as  follows  and  irrespecuve  of  whether  the  use  is  a principal 
or  accessory  use. 

2.  Dimensional  Requirements 

All  wind  energy  conversion  and  monitoring  facilities  shall  comply  with  the  requirements 
set  forth  in  this  section,  unless  waived  by  the  SPGA  as  part  of  the  Special  Permit  review 
process. 


a)  Height 

Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  no  higher  than  300  feet  above  the 
natural  grade.  The  height  of  all  wind  turbines  shall  be  measured  to  the  highest 
point  reached  by  the  rotor  blades.  The  SPGA  may  allow  this  height  to  be 
exceeded  to  a maximum  of  400  feet  as  part  of  the  special  permit  process  if  the 
project  proponent  can  demonstrate  that  the  additional  height  is  needed  and  that  the 
additio^  benefits  of  the  higher  tower  outweigh  any  increased  adverse  impacts. 
Monopole  towers  are  the  preferred  type  of  support  for  wind  turbines. 

b)  Setback  and  Clear  Area 

1 . The  minimum  distance  from  the  base  of  any  wind  turbine  tower  to  any 
existing  habitable  residential  structure  shall  be  equal  to  3 times  the  hub 
height  of  the  wind  turbine. 

2.  In  addition,  in  order  to  ensure  public  safety  and  to  protect  the  interests  of 
neighboring  property  owners , die  following  setbacks  shall  be  observed: 

a.  The  minimum  distance  from  the  base  of  any  wind  turbine  tower  to 
any  property  line  shall  be  150  feet. 

b.  There  shall  be  no  structures  intended  for  human  occupancy  in  the 
Clear  Area. 
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3.  Setback  Waivers 

The  SPGA  may  reduce  minimum  setback  distances  as  appropriate  based 
on  site-specific  conditions,  and  only  after  review  of  substantial  evidence, 
including  but  not  limited  to  detailed  engineering  reports  or  product 
en^eering  certification,  which  demonstrate  that  safety  concerns  have 
been  minimized  and  that  setbacks  have  been  complied  with  to  a 
reasonable  extent 

As  part  of  a waiver  request  the  applicant  shall  be  required  to  provide 
evidence  of  liability  insurance  in  an  amount  and  for  duration  sufficient  to 
cover  loss  or  damage  to  persons,  structures,  or  property  occasioned  by  the 
failure  of  the  facility,  including  but  without  limitation  coverage  for 
adjacent  properties. 

Clear  Areas  may  not  be  waived. 

XXVI-G  SPECIAL  PERMIT  REGULATIONS 

The  SPGA  shall  grant  a Special  Permit  only  if  it  finds  that  the  proposal  complies  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  is  consistent  with  the  applicable  criteria  for  granting 
Special  Permits. 

1.  GENERAL 

Proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  consistent  with  all  applicable  local, 
state  and  federal  requirements,  including  but  not  limited  to  all  applicable  electrical, 
construction,  noise,  safety,  environmental  and  communications  requirements. 

2.  DESIGN  STANDARDS 

a)  Visual  Impact 

The  proponent  shall  demonstrate  through  project  siting  and  proposed  mitigatioR 
that  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  appropriately  addresses  any  impact  on  the 
visual  character  of  surrounding  neighborhoods  and  the  community.  This  may 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  information  regarding  site  selection,  turbine  desigri, 
buffering,  lighting  and  cable  layout. 

b)  Color 

Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  painted  a neutral,  low-contrasting,  non- 
reflective  color  that  blends  with  the  environment. 

c)  Equipment  Shelters 

All  equipment  necessary  for  monitoring  and  operation  of  the  wind  energy 
conversion  facilities  should  preferably  be  contained  within  the  turbine  tower.  If 
this  is  infeasible,  ancillary  equipment  may  be  located  outside  the  tower,  provided 
it  is  contained  either  within  an  underground  vault,  or  enclosed  within  a separate 
stmeture  or  behind  a year-round  landscape  or  vegetated  buffer. 
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d)  Lighting  and  Signage  ' 

1.  >\nind  turbines  shall  be  lighted  only  if  required  by  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  (FAA).  The  proponent  shall  provide  a copy  of  the  FAA’s 
determination  to  establish  the  required  markings  and/or  lights  for  the 
structure. 

2.  Lighting  of  equipment  structures  and  any  other  facilities  on  site  (except 
lifting  required  by  the  FAA)  shall  be  shielded  from  abutting  properties. 

3.  Signs  on  the  facility  shall  be  limited  to: 

a.  those  needed  to  identify  the  property,  and  the  owner  and  warn  of  any 
danger;  and, 

b.  educational  signs  providing  information  on  the  technology  and 
renewable  energy  usage. 

4.  All  signs  shaU  comply  with  the  plans  approved  and  incorporated  by 
reference  in  a special  permit  granted  under  this  section. 

e)  VtUity  Connections 

All  utility  connections  from  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  site  shall  be 
underground  to  the  nearest  utility  pole  or  transformer,  unless  the  applicant 
demonstrates  by  substantial  evidence  that  the  construction  of  such  underground 
facilities  would  be  unreasonable  owing  to  circumstances  related  to  the  soil 
conditions,  shape,  or  topography,  of  the  site  of  it  the  utility  provider  requests  the 
connections  to  be  made  above  ground.  The  electrical  transformers  for 
interconnections  may  be  above  ground  if  required  by  the  utility  provider. 

J)  Support  Towers 

Monopole  towers  are  the  preferred  t>pe  of  support  for  the  wind  facilities. 


3.  ENVIRONMENTAL  STANDARDS 

a)  Wetlands 

Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  located  in  a manner  consistent  with  all 
applicable  local  and  state  wetlands  regulations.  Wetland  buffer  areas  may  be  used 
for  the  purposes  of  providing  a clear  area. 

b)  Land  Clearing/Open  Space/Rare  Species 

Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  designed  to  minimize  land  clearing  and 
fragmentation  of  open  space  areas  and  shall  avoid  permanently  protected  open 
space.  Wind  turbines  should  be  sited  to  make  use  of  previously  developed  areas 
wherever  possible.  Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  also  be  located  in  a 
manner  that  does  not  have  significant  negative  impacts  on  rare  species  in  the 
vicinity  (particularly  avian  species,  bats,  etc.). 

c)  Stormwater 

Stormwater  run-off  and  erosion  control  shall  be  managed  in  a manner  consistent 
with  all  applicable  state  and  local  regulations. 
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4)  Noise 

The  wind  energy  conversion  facility  and  associated  equipment  shall  conform  with 
Massachusetts  noise  regulations  (310  CMR  7.10).  An  analysis,  prepared  by  a 
qualified  engineer,  shall  be  presented  to  demonstrate  compliance  with  these  noise 
standards  and  be  consistent  with  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  guidance  for  noise  measurement  In  addition,  conformance  with  the 
Performance  Standards  outlined  in  Section  XI  of  this  ordinance  must  be 
demonstrated. 

e)  Shadowing/Flicker 

'W^d  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  sited  in  a maimer  that  does  not  result  in 
significant  shadowing  or  flicker  impacts.  The  proponent  has  the  burden  of  proving 
that  this  effect  does  not  have  significant  adverse  impact  on  neighboring  or 
adjacent  uses  either  through  siting  or  mitigation. 

/)  Safety  Standards 

No  hazardous  materials  or  w'aste  shall  be  discharged  on  the  site  of  any  wind 
energy  conversion  facility.  If  any  hazardous  materials  or  wastes  are  to  be  used  on 
site,  there  shall  be  provisions  for  full  containment  of  such  materials  or  waste.  An 
enclosed  containment  area,  designed  to  contain  at  least  110  percent  of  the  volume 
of  the  hazardous  materials  or  waste  stored  or  used  on  the  site  may  be  required  to 
meet  this  requirement 

The  wind  energy  conversion  towers  shall  also  be  designed  to  prevent 
unauthorized  access  (for  example,  by  construction  of  a fenced  enclosure  or  I'^cked 
access). 

g)  Emergency  Services 

The  applicant  shall  provide  a copy  of  the  project  summary  and  site  plan  to  local 
fire  and  police  departments.  The  applicant  shall  cooperate  with  local  police  and 
fire  in  developing  an  emergency  response  plan. 


XX\1-H  APPLICATION  PROCEDURES 

1.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authorit>’  (SPGA) 

Tbe  SPGA  for  wind  energy  conversion  facilities  shall  be  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 

2.  Pre-Application  Conference 

Prior  to  the  submission  of  an  application  for  a Special  Permit  under  this  regulation,  the 
applicant  is  strongly  encouraged  to  meet  with  the  SPGA  at  a public  meeting  to  discuss 
the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility  in  general  terms  and  to  clarify  the  filing 
requirements.  The  SPGA  shall  make  reasonable  efforts  to  meet  with  an  applicant  under 
this  regulation  following  a written  request  submitted  to  the  SPGA  and  the  Clerk. 
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3.  Pre-Application  Filing  Requirements 

The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  to  inform  the  SPGA  as  to  the  preliminary  nature  of  the 
proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility.  As  such,  no  formal  filings  are  required  for  the 
pre-application  conference.  However,  the  applicant  is  encouraged  to  prepare  sufficient 
preliminary  architectural  and/or  engineering  drawings  to  inform  the  SPGA  of  the  location 
of  the  proposed  facility,  as  well  as  its  scale  and  overall  design. 

4.  Application  Filing  Requirements 

The  following  shall  be  included  with  an  application  for  a Special  Permit  for  each  wind 
energy  conversion  facility: 

A.  General  Filing  Requirements 

1 . Name,  address,  telephone  number  and  original  signature  (photo- 
reproductions of  signatures  will  not  be  accepted)  of  applicant  and  any  co- 
applicants. Co-applicants  may  include  the  landowner  of  the  subject 
property  or  the  operator  of  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility.  If 
telecommunications  antennae  are  proposed,  a telecommunications  earner 
should  be  a co-applicant 

2.  If  the  applicant  or  co-applicant  will  be  represented  by  an  agent,  the  name, 
address  and  telephone  number  shall  be  provided  as  well  as  original 
signature  authorizing  the  agent  to  represent  the  applicant  and/or  co- 
applicant shall  be  provided.  Photo-reproductions  of  signatures  Mill  not  be 
accepted. 

3.  Documentation  of  the  legal  right  to  install  and  use  the  proposed  facility 
and  proof  of  control  over  the  clear  area,  per  Section  D of  these  regulations. 


B.  Location  Filing  Requirements 

1 . Identify  the  subject  property  by  including  the  City  as  well  as  the  name  of 
the  locality,  name  of  the  nearest  road  or  roads,  and  street  address,  if  any 

2.  Tax  map  and  parcel  number  of  subject  property 

3.  Zoning  district  designation  for  the  subject  parcel. 

4.  A line  map  to  scale  showing  the  lot  lines  of  the  subject  property  and  all 
properties  within  300  feet  of  the  property  lines,  as  well  as  the  location  of 
all  buildings,  including  accessory  structures,  on  all  properties  shown.  In 
addition,  the  map  shall  show  the  distance  to  any  residential  zoning  district 
if  within  500  feet  of  the  property  line,  and  any  residential  structures  v.idiin 
a distance  of  3 times  the  hub  height  of  the  turbine. 


C.  Siting  and  Design  Filing  Requirements 
1.  VlCINITY/SlTE  Map 

A one-inch-equals-40  feet  vicimty  plan,  signed  and  sealed  by  a Registered 
Professional  Engineer  or  Licensed  Surveyor  showng  the  following: 
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a)  Property  lines  for  the  subject  property  and  all  properties  adjacent  to  the 
subject  property  within  300  feet 

b)  Outline  of  all  existing  buildings,  including  purpose  (e.g.,  residential 
buildings,  garages,  accessory  structures,  etc.)  on  subject  property  and  all 
adjacent  properties  within  300  feet.  Distances,  at  grade,  from  the  proposed 
wind  energy  conversion  facility  to  each  building  on  the  vicinity  plan  slisll 
be  shown. 

c)  Proposed  location  of  wind  energy  conversion  facility,  including  all 
turbines,  fencing,  associated  ground  equipment,  transmission 
infrastructure  and  access  roads.  Including: 

1)  Location  of  all  roads,  public  and  private,  on  the  subject  property 
and  on  all  adjacent  properties  within  300  feet  including  driveways 
proposed  to  serve  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility, 

2)  All  proposed  changes  to  the  existing  property,  including 
grading,  vegetation  removal  and  temporary  or  permanent  roads  and 
driveways, 

3)  Representations,  dimensioned  and  to  scale,  of  the  proposed 
facility,  including  cable  locations,  parking  areas  and  any  other 
construction  or  development  attendant  to  the  wind  energy 
conversion  facility. 

d)  Tree  cover  and  average  height  of  trees  on  the  subject  property  and 
adjacent  properties  within  300  feet. 

e)  Contours  at  each  two  feet  Above  Mean  Sea  Level  (AMSL)  for  the 
subject  property  and  adjacent  properties  ^^’ithin  300  feet. 

f)  Representation  of  location  of  vie^^point  for  the  sight-line  diagram 
referenced  below. 

2.  Sight  lines  and  photographs 

Sight  lines  and  photographs  as  described  below: 

a)  Sight-line  representation.  The  SPGA  shall  select  four  or  more  sight 
lines  for  pre-  and  post-construction  view  representations.  Sites  for  view 
representations  shall  be  selected  from  populated  areas  or  public  ways 
within  a 2-milc  radius  for  the  v^ind  energy  conversion  facility.  View 
representations  shall  have  the  follo^^^ng  characteristics: 

1.  A sight-line  representation  shall  be  drawm  from  representative 
locations  that  show  the  lowest  point  of  the  turbine  tower  visible 
from  each  location.  Each  sight  line  shall  be  depicted  in  profile, 
drawn  at  one  inch  equals  40  feet  The  profiles  shall  show  ull 
intervening  trees  and  buildings.  There  shall  be  at  least  two  sight 
line  representations  illustrating  the  visibility  of  the  facility  from 
surrounding  areas  such  as  the  closest  habitable  structures  or  nearby 
public  roads  or  areas. 
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2.  Existing  (before  condition)  photographs.  A color  photograph  of 
the  current  view  shall  be  submitted  from  at  least  two  locations  to 
show  the  existing  situation. 

3.  Proposed  (after  condition).  Each  of  the  existing-condition 
photographs  shall  have  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion 
facility  superimposed  on  it  to  accurately  simulate  the  proposed 
wind  energy  conversion  facility  when  built  and  illustrate  its  total 
height,  width  and  breadth. 

4.  Representation  shall  include  a description  of  the  technical 
procedures  followed  in  producing  the  photographs  and 
visualization  (distances,  angle,  lens,  etc.). 

3 . Balloon  or  Crane  Test 

After  opening  the  public  hearing,  the  applicant  shall  arrange  for  a balloon 
or  crane  test  at  the  proposed  site  to  illustrate  the  height  of  the  proposed 
facility.  The  date,  time  and  location  of  such  test  shall  be  advertised  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  at  least  14  days,  but  not  more 
than  21  days  prior  to  the  test  Such  advertisement  shall  be  made  at  the 
expense  of  the  applicant  In  addition,  notice  shall  be  provided  to  the  City, 
abutters  and  abutters  to  abutters  within  300  feet  as  certified  by  the 
Assessor’s  Department,  with  proof  of  certification,  abutting  Historic 
Commissions  and  an  identical  courtesy  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  Town 
Clerks  of  all  adjacent  municipalities. 

4.  Elevations 

Siting  elevations,  or  views  at-grade  from  the  north,  south,  east  and  west 
for  a 50-foot  radius  around  the  proposed  A\ind  energy  conversion  facility. 
Elevations  shall  be  at  either  one-quarter  inch  equals  one  foot  and  show  the 
followng: 

a)  Wind  energy  conversion  facility  and  if  applicable  the  st-curity 
barrier  and  associated  equipment,  with  total  elevation  dimensions 
of  all  parts  of  the  facility. 

b)  Security  barrier.  If  the  security  barrier  will  block  views  of  the 
wind  energy  conversion  facility,  the  barrier  drav^'ing  shall  be  cut 
away  to  show  the  view  behind  the  barrier. 

c)  Any  and  all  structures  on  the  subject  property. 

d)  Existing  trees  and  shrubs  at  current  height  and  proposed  trees 
and  shrubs  at  proposed  height  at  time  of  installation,  with 
approximate  elevations  dimensioned. 

e)  Grade  changes,  or  cuts  and  fills,  to  be  shown  as  original  grade 
and  new  grade  line,  with  two-foot  contours  above  mean  sea  level. 
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5.  Materials 

a)  Specifications  for  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility 
shall  be  provided  for  all  equipment  and  attendant  facilities. 

b)  Materials  of  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility 
specified  by  type  and  specific  treatment  These  shall  be  provided 
for  the  wind  turbine  tower  and  all  other  proposed 
equipment/facilities. 

c)  Colors  of  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility 
represented  by  a color  board  showing  actual  colors  proposed. 

6.  Landscape  Plan 

A Landscape  plan  including  existing  trees  and  shrubs  and  those  proposed 
to  be  added  or  removed,  identified  by  size  of  specimen  at  installation  and 
species. 

7.  LIGHTING  Plan 

If  lighting  of  the  site  or  turbine  is  proposed  (other  than  FAA  lights),,  tlie 
applicant  shall  submit  a manufacturer’s  computer-generated  point-to-point 
printout,  indicating  the  horizontal  foot-candle  levels  at  grade,  within  the 
property  to  be  developed  and  25  feet  beyond  the  property  lines.  The 
printout  shall  indicate  the  locations  and  t>'pes  of  luminaires  proposed. 

D.  Environmental  Requirements 

1 . Noise  Filing  Requirements 

The  applicant  shall  provide  a statement  listing  the  existing  noise  levels  and  the 
maximum  future  projected  noise  levels  from  the  proposed  wind  energy 
conversion  facility,  measured  in  decibels,  for  the  followng: 

a.  Existing,  or  ambient:  the  measurement  of  existing  noise  at  the  property 
boundaries,  building  of  abutters  and  nearest  inhabited  residence. 

b.  Existing  plus  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility:  maximum 
estimate  of  noise  from  the  proposed  wind  energy  conversion  facility 
plus  existing  noise  environment  Such  statement  shall  be  certified  and 
signed  by  a qualified  engineer,  stating  that  noise  projections  ?’e 
accurate  and  meet  the  noise  standards  of  this  ordinance  and  applicable 
state  requirements. 

These  criteria  shall  be  measured  at  both  the  property  line  and  the  nearest  inhabited 
residence.  The  applicant  shall  also  submit  information  illustrating  how  the  project 
is  consistent  with  the  Performance  Standards  of  this  ordinance  (Section  XI). 

2.  Operation  and  Maintenance  Plan 

The  applicant  shall  submit  a plan  for  maintenance  of  access  roads  and  stormw’ater 
controls,  as  well  as  general  procedures  for  operational  maintenance  of  the  wind 
energy  conversion  facility. 
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E.  Other 

The  SPGA  may  require  additional  information  of  the  applicant,  as  necessary,  to 
illustrate  how  the  project  is  consistent  with  the  standards  of  this  ordinance. 


XXVI-I  PEER  REVIEW 

Upon  submission  of  an  application  for  a special  permit,  the  special  permit  granting 
authority  is  authorized  to  hire  a technical  expert/consultant  to  verify  information 
presented  by  the  applicant  The  cost  for  such  a technical  expert/consultant  will  be  at  tlie 
expense  of  the  applicant  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  Chapter  40A  Section  9,  M.G.L.  Chapter  44 
Section  53G,  and  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  Rules  and  Regulations. 


XXVI-J  USE  BY  TELECOMMUNICATIONS  CARRIERS 
Wind  energy  conversion  facilities  may  be  used  to  locate  telecommunications  antennas, 
subject  to  applicable  regulations  governing  such  uses,  subject  to  Section  XX  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance,  and  subject  to  the  following  requirements: 

a)  All  ground>mounted  telecommunications  equipment  shall  be  located  in  either  a 
shelter,  within  the  wind  turbine  tower  or  otherwise  screened  from  view  year- 
round  (either  through  effective  landscaping  or  existing  natural  vegetated  buffers); 

b)  Antennas  shall  be  flush-mounted  to  be  in  keeping  with  the  design  of  the  wind 
turbine  tower,  and 

c)  All  cabling  associated  with  the  personal  wireless  facility  shall  be  contained 
within  the  tower  structure  or  enclosed  within  a conduit  painted  to  match  the 
turbine  mount. 

XXVI-K  MODinCATIONS 

All  modifications  to  a wind  energy  conversion  facility  made  after  issuance  of  the 
Special  Permit  shall  require  approval  by  the  SPGA  in  accordance  with  the  City’s  existing 
process  for  modifications  to  Special  Permit  approvals. 

XXVI-L  MONITORING  AND  MAINTENANCE 

1 . After  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  is  operational,  the  applicant  shall  submit 
to  the  City’s  Building  Inspector  at  annual  inter\'als  from  the  date  of  issuance  of 
the  Special  Permit,  a report  detailing  operating  data  for  the  facility  (including  but 
not  limited  to  days  of  operation,  energy  production,  and  a certification  of 
compliance  with  noise  regulations,  such  measurements  to  be  signed  by  an 
acoustical  engineer  slating  that  the  noise  measurement  are  accurate  and  meeting 
the  noise  regulation  sub-section  of  this  ordinance  etc.). 

2.  The  applicant  shall  maintain  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  in  good 
condition.  Such  maintenance  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  painting, 
structural  integrity  of  the  foundation  and  support  structure  and  security  barrier  (if 
applicable),  and  maintenance  of  the  buffer  areas  and  landscaping  if  present.  Site 
access  shall  be  maintained  to  a level  acceptable  to  the  Fire  Chief.  The  project 
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owner  shall  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  wind  energy  conversion 
facility  and  access  road,  unless  accepted  as  a public  way,  and  the  cost  of  repairing 
any  damage  occurring  as  a result  of  operation  and  construction. 

3.  Notice  shall  be  provided  to  the  City  of  any  change  in  owner  of  the  facility. 

XXVI-M  ABANDONMENT  OR  DISCONTINUATION  OF  USE 

1 . At  such  time  that  a wind  energy  conversion  facility  is  scheduled  to  be  abandoned  or 
discontinued,  the  applicant  will  notify  the  City  by  certified  U.S.  mail  of  the  proposed 
date  of  abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  operations.  In  the  event  that  an  applicant 
fails  to  give  such  notice,  the  facility  shall  be  considered  abandoned  or  discontinued  if 
the  facility  is  inoperable  for  180  days.  In  the  case  of  a multi-turbine  facility,  the 
SPGA  shall  determine  in  its  decision  what  proportion  of  the  facility  would  be 
inoperable  for  the  facility  to  be  considered  abandoned. 

2.  Upon  abandonment  or  discontinuation  of  use,  the  owner  shall  physically  remove  the 
wind  energy  conversion  facility  within  90  days  from  the  date  of  abandonment  or 
discontinuation  of  use.  This  period  may  be  extended  at  the  request  of  the  operator  and 
at  the  discretion  of  the  SPGA  “Physically  remove”  shall  include,  but  not  be  limiied 
to: 

a)  Removal  of  the  wind  turbine  and  tower,  all  machinery,  equipment,  equipment 
shelters,  security  barriers  and  all  appurtenant  structures  from  the  subject  property, 

b)  Proper  disposal  of  all  solid  or  hazardous  materials  and  wastes  from  the  site  in 
accordance  with  local  and  state  solid  waste  disposal  regulations, 

c)  Restoration  of  the  location  of  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  to  its  natural 
condition,  except  that  any  landscaping,  grading  or  below-grade  foundation  may 
remain  in  the  afrer-condition. 

3.  If  an  applicant  fails  to  remove  a wind  energy  conversion  facility  in  accordance  viih 
this  section  of  this  ordinance,  the  City  shall  have  the  authority  to  enter  the  subject 
property  and  physically  remove  the  facility.  The  SPGA  may  require  the  applicant  to 
provide  a form  of  surety  (i.e.  post  a bond,  letter  of  credit  or  establish  an  escrow 
account  or  other)  at  the  SPGA's  election  at  the  time  of  construction  to  cover  costs 
of  the  removal  in  the  event  the  City  must  remove  the  facility.  The  amount  of  such 
surety  shall  be  equal  to  1 50  percent  of  the  cost  of  compliance  with  this  section.  TTie 
applicant  shall  submit  a fiilly  inclusive  estimate  of  the  costs  associated  vsith 
removal,  prepared  by  a qualified  engineer.  The  amount  shall  include  a mechanism 
for  a Cost  of  Living  Adjustment  after  10  and  15  years. 

XXVl-N  TERM  OF  SPECIAL  PERMIT 

1 . A Special  Permit  issued  for  any  wind  energy  conversion  facility  shall  be  valid  for  25 
years,  unless  extended  or  renewed.  The  time  period  may  be  extended  or  the  Special 
Permit  may  be  renewed  upon  satisfactory  operation  of  the  facility.  At  the  end  of  that 
time  period,  the  wind  energy  conversion  facility  shall  be  removed  by  the  applicant.

Council  on  Aging  Annual  Report  - FY  2010 


The  mission  of  the  Council  on  Aging  is  to  advocate  for  Newburyport’s  older  adults,  to  identify  their  needs,  to  develop  and 
Implement  services  to  meet  their  health,  economic,  social  and  cultural  needs,  to  encourage  maximum  independence,  and  to 
improve  their  quality  of  life.  A variety  of  programs  vi/ere  provided  to  797  individuals  during  FY’10  in  support  of  the  mission. 
These  include  health  clinics  for  blood  pressure,  cholesterol  screening,  flu  shots,  hearing  tests,  and  podiatry;  exercise  and 
dance  classes;  application  assistance  for  housing,  food  stamps,  fuel  assistance  and  health  and  disability  insurance,  home 
care  services,  tax  form  preparation,  support  groups  for  legally  blind  elders;  weekly  bingo  and  bridge  parties;  a book  club, 
watercolor  painting  classes,  a trips  program,  and  knitting  (315  hand  made  pieces  were  donated  during  FY  2010  to  the 
Seacoast  Birth  Center  at  the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital).  The  Snow  Shovel  Program  matched  27  shovelers  with  45  elderly  or 
disabled  non-elder  neighbors.  A monthly  newsletter  with  information  about  available  services  and  programs  was  distributed 
every  month.  The  COA  office  received  10,473  telephone  calls  requesting  information  and  assistance. 

The  transportation  program  provided  8056  rides  to  301  individuals.  The  purpose  for  the  rides  were  medical  (29%),  free 
meals  (26%),  food  shopping  (22%),  recreation  (12%),  work/volunteer  (3%),  meetings  (3%),  haircare  (3%),  'other*  (2%). 

Council  on  Aging  administrative  office  and  dispatch  center  is  located  in  the  Salvation  Army  building.  Newburyport  does  not 
have  one  central  location  for  senior  citizen  services.  Programs  are  located  in  a variety  of  locations:  the  Elks  Hall,  The  Public 
Library,  People’s  United  Methodist  Church  on  Purchase  Street,  Heritage  House,  and  at  Atria  Merrimack  Place.  The  COA 
vans  are  garaged  at  DPS  and  at  the  Salvation  Army  building. 

The  Council  on  Aging  staff  consists  of  a full-time  Director,  a full-time  Office  Assistant/Dispatcher,  2 full  time  van  drivers  and 
2 part  time  van  drivers.  There  were  55  volunteers  participating  in  15  programs. 

Collaborations  continue  with  the  Merrimack  Valley  Legal  Services,  Northern  Essex  Elder  Transport  (transportation  to  out-of- 
town  destinations).  Community  Action  (fuel  assistance  and  weatherization  programs).  Elder  Services  of  the  Merrimack 
Valley  (home  care  and  protective  service  programs,  job  training  and  health  clinics),  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs 
(health  insurance  counseling,  and  the  annual  Formula  Grant),  AARP  (income  tax  counseling),  Merrimac  Valley  Nutrition 
Program  (congregate  and  home-delivered  meals),  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Blind  (low  vision  support  group),  a 
Community  Needs  Task  Force,  The  Essex  County  Sheriff’s  Office  (TRIAD  - a safety  awareness  program  designed  to 
reduce  criminal  victimization,  promote  crime  prevention  and  safety  awareness  and  serve  the  needs  of  the  senior 
community).  The  Massachusetts  Association  of  Councils  on  Aging,  and  the  Merrimac  Valley  Council  on  Aging  Directors 
Association.  The  FRIENDS  of  Newburyport  Council  on  Aging  actively  seeks  funding  to  support  COA  programs.

Trash  & Recycling  Coordinator  - Moily  Ettenborough 

Molly  Ettenborough  has  been  the  recycling  and  energy  coordinator  for  the  City  ofNewburyport  since  2003.  The  recycling  coordinator 
is  responsible  for  managing  all  recycling,  solid  waste  and  composting  efforts  in  the  city.  In  addition,  she  coordinates  all  educational 
activities  related  to  recycling,  solid  waste,  composting,  and  energy  efficiency  and  writes  the  grants  for  state  and  private  funding 
sources.  The  recycling  coordinator  also  works  closely  with  city  administrators  on  energy  efficiency  programs  with  the  Mayor’s 
Energy  Advisory  Committee  (EAC)  and  oversees  the  city’s  Green  Community  Designation.  Mrs.  Ettenborough  is  an  advisory  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  United  States-Angola  Chamber  of  Conunerce  in  Washington,  D.C.  The  recycling  coordinator  also  a 
Board  Member  of  Health  Literacy  Month,  an  Honorary  Advisory  Board  Member  of  the  United  Nations  Association  of  Greater  Boston, 
and  The  Giant  Sable  Foundation.

The  PHN  also  serves  as  patient  advocate  to  assist  f 
patients  with  attaining  health  care,  coordinates  care  between  patients  and  care  providers,  and  assesses,  screens  and  provides  f 

intervention  strategies  to  high  risk  individuals  and  families.  The  PHN  also  maintains  records  and  logs  as  well  as  manage  Medicare 
reimbursement  of  select  vaccines.  Ms.  Mustone  is  a Registered  Nurse  with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Board  of  Nursing 
and  is  a graduate  of  an  Associates  Degree  in  Nursing.

The  department  seals  or  condemns  devices  tested  and  performs  such  work  in 
accordance  with  state  laws  and  regulations  and  municipal  ordinances,  subject  to  review  through  reports  and  periodic  checks  by 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Division  of  Standards.  The  department  inspects  prepackaged  food  and  merchandise  to 
ensure  compliance  with  weight,  measurement  and  count  requirements,  and  for  proper  labeling.  As  a result  of  the  Consumer  & 
Merchant  Protection  Act,  Chapter  295  of  the  Acts  of  1998,  the  Sealer  of  W'eights  & Measures  also  performs  biannual 
inspections  of  all  stores  with  three  or  more  scanners.  Mr.  Cassidy  has  over  20  years  experience  in  the  field  of  weight  and 
measure  and  is  currendy  the  Director  of  W'eight  and  Measure  for  the  City  of  Cambridge.  Mr.  Cassidy  works  evenings  and 
weekends. 

Animal  Controi  Officer  -Tina  Boucher 

The  animal  control  is  responsible  to  ensure  compliance  and  enforcement  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  State  Sanitary  Code

FY  10/1 1 Achievements  and  Revenues 

> Newburyport  became  a designated  Green  Community  in  December  2010.  The  Green  Communities  Designation  (GC)  and 
Grant  Program,  an  initiative  of  the  Green  Communities  Division  of  state’s  Department  of  Energy  Resources,  works  with 
municipalities  to  provide  funding  to  qualified  municipalities  for  energ>'  efficiency  and  renewable  energy 

initiatives.  Newburyport  was  also  the  recipient  of  a competitive  federal  stimulus  energy  grant  that  has  been  used  towards 
energy  efficiency  upgrades  at  the  Kelley  Youth  Center.  The  city  has  been  able  to  maintain  recycling  revenue  despite  market 
fluctuations  with  a locked  in  rate  contract.  Tbe  compost  facility  revenue  increased  with  permit  price  increases  and  facility 
attendant  changes.

Recycling 

> Our  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  (HHW)  drop-off  day  was  held  on  Sept  1 1 and  brought  in  over  140  households,  1590 
gallons  of  chemicals/paints,  244  electronic  items,  55  tires,  etc.  from  West  Newbury,  Newburyport  and  Merrimac.  Our  201 1 
event  will  be  held  on  Sept  1 0. 

> Our  monthly  drop  off  day  at  the  recycling  center  continues  to  be  well  attended  with  an  average  of  5,000  lbs  of  TV/computers 
brought  in  along  with  oil  paints,  tires,  and  metals  every  month.  We  are  using  high  school  environmental  club  members  as 
well  as  a local  person  with  special  needs  at  this  monthly  event  to  help  with  the  drop-offs. 

> The  single  stream/semi-automated  curbside  recycling  program  continues  to  be  popular  with  residents  and  businesses  with  a 
slight  increase  from  26%  to  29%  over  last  years  overall  rate.  This  time  last  year  the  recycled  paper  market  was  at  S40/ton  and 
today  is  at  $45-$50/ton. 

> The  recycling  office  attends  a quarterly  regional  recycling/solid  waste  meeting  at  the  DEP  in  Wilmington  along  with  yearly 
conferences  for  Mass  Recycles  and  the  Northeast  Resource  Recovery  Association.  The  City  of  Newburyport  has  been  asked 
to  speak  at  a number  of  these  events. 

Solid  Waste 

> Since  beginning  our  new  contract  with  Mello  Disposal  in  January  of  2009,  we  have  seen  a cumulative  savings  of 
approximately  $200,000. 

> FYIO  we  received  Pay  as  You  Throw  (PAYT)  technical  assistance  from  DEP  to  help  us  analyze  the  program  for  the  city. 
Upon  completion  of  that  analysis  it  was  decided  that  the  city  would  not  look  at  implementation  of  that  program  at  this  time 
due  to  othe’’  city  wide  programs  being  considered.  In  September,  the  city  applied  and  received  a technical  assistance  grant 
from  DEP  to  look  at  other  ways  to  reduce  solid  waste  in  place  of  implementation  of  PAYT.  That  analysis  is  ongoing  and  is 
looking  at  dowTitown  solid  waste  reduction  strategies.  This  will  include  auditing  and  reducing  public  waste  receptacles 
tlirough-out  the  city,  having  our  solid  waste  hauler,  Mello,  pick  up  public  receptacles  where  possible,  enforcing  recycling  and 
solid  waste  in  the  dowTi-town  area  for  businesses  and  condominium  complexes  that  are  not  included  in  the  current  contract 

Compost  Facility 

> The  facility  served  roughly  2633  households  with  an  approximate  total  of  3300  tons  of  leaves/grass  and  4500  tons  of  brush 
for  the  season,  fhe  fulltime  yearly  salaried  compost  attendant  moved  on  to  another  position  within  the  city  and  two  part-time 
attendants  were  hired  in  his  place.  This  change  has  reduced  the  facility  budget  by  approximately  $24,000.  Sticker  fees  were 
also  raised  from  $10  to  $20  for  residents  under  65  and  reduced  from  $10  to  $5  for  residents  65  and  over.  Sticker  fees 
increased  from  $22,000  to  $30,417  by  the  end  of  the  season  in  Dec  2010. 

Education 

> General  Information-  We  average  20-40  calls  per  day  from  residents  and  businesses  with  questions  about  recycling  and  solid 
waste.  The  city  ’s  web  site  is  a good  reference  point  as  is  Mello’s  site  which  also  has  a separate  dedicated  Newburyport  page. 
It  is  our  recommendation  that  the  Health  Department  develop  its  own  web  site  so  it  can  add  more  content  than  the  present 
system  will  allow. 

> Each  of  the  schools  in  town  have  established  functioning  green  teams  and  are  responsible  for  recycling  efforts  in  their 
respective  school.  The  recycling  office  meets  with  them  regularly  to  review  their  efforts  and  plan  Earth  Day  events. 

> The  recycling  office  has  had  a number  of  interns  from  NHS  Environmental  Club  over  the  year.  The  NHS  Environmental 
Club  has  taken  on  button  cell  battery  recycling  in  the  city  at  all  pharmacies  and  relevant  doctors  offices  and  is  being  paid 
$500  per  year  for  their  efforts.  They  will  use  that  money  for  scholarships,  events,  and  related  programs  of  their  choice  for 
their  club  members. 

> The  recycling  coordinator  worked  with  student  interns  from  Port  Media  over  the  summer  to  produce  a comprehensive 
recycling  video  for  residents.  This  video  included  how  to  recycle  in  your  home,  how  to  deal  with  household  hazardous  waste 
in  Newburyport,  how  the  compost  facility  works,  and  clips  from  the  recycling  processing  center  in  North  Andover. 

> The  annual  Health  Department  informational  brochure  continues  to  be  an  important  educational  piece  for  the  department  and 
is  mailed  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year.

> Earth  Dav  2010  featured  a calendar  of  events  through-out  the  city  including  school  events,  beach  and  park  clean-ups, 
educational  events,  and  business  participation.  This  was  organized  with  the  Eco  Collaborative  and  featured  an  on-line 
calendar  of  events  all  organized  with  volunteers.  We  continue  to  woric  with  the  Eco  Collaborative  as  an  advisory  board 
member  from  the  city. 

> Envirothon-  In  the  spring  of  20 10,  5 high  school  students  participated  in  a state  wide  environmental  challenge  for  the  first 
time.  These  students  won  the  rookie  of  the  year  award,  came  in  fourth  overall  against  some  of  the  states  best  and  brightest 
students  and  schools  in  the  state.  The  project  featured  a solution  and  presentation  on  how  to  deal  with  and  convince  city 
officials  to  spend  money  on  ground  water  run  off  issues. 


Energy 

> The  Energy  Advisory  Committee  has  been  consistent  with  its  monthly  meetings  and  has  been  an  asset  to  the  mayor’s  office 
in  making  decisions  relating  to  energy  issues  in  the  city.  Among  the  activities  overseen  by  the  committee  and  the 

energy /recycling  office  have  been: 

> Completion  and  dispersement  of  the  city’s  MTC  grant  fands  ($22ky 

> Finalizing  details  of  net  metering  and  working  out  the  kinks  on  the  502  kw  solar  project  on  the  RA  Nock  and  DPS  buildings. 

^ Earned  Green  Communities  Designation  from  the  state  after  a year  long  effort  to  achieve  status.  The  Green  Communities 

Act  is  a state  program  that  will  provide  up  to  $10  million  annually  in  grants  and  loans  to  qualifying  communities.  GCA 
Created  in  2008  by  the  Green  Communities  Act  the  Green  Communities  Division’s  charge  is  to  guide  all  351  cities  and 
towns  along  a path  of  enhanced  energy  efficiency  and  renewable  energy  toward  zero  net  energy.  The  goal  is  to  help  cities  and 
towns  maximize  energy  efficiency  in  public  buildings,  including  schools,  city  halls,  and  public  works  and  public  safety 
buildings;  generate  clean  energy  from  renewable  sources;  and  manage  rising  energy  costs.  By  meeting  five  rigorous 
qualification  criteria,  being  designated  as  a Green  Community  means  Newburyport  has  demonstrated  its  commitment  to 
reducing  its  energy  consumption,  pursuing  clean  renewable  and  alternative  energy  projects,  and  providing  for  economic 
development  in  the  clean  energy  sector. 

^ Transportation  Initiative-  working  with  an  intern  from  MIT,  developed  a comprehensive  listing  of  all  data,  contact  info,  fares, 
etc.  on  all  of  the  transportation  options  in  the  city  by  land,  sea  and  air.  The  Planning  Department  will  be  loading  the 
information  onto  the  city’s  web  site  and  mapping  software  and  will  develop  a brochure  for  the  chamber  and  visitors. 

> The  Newburyport  Carbon  Challenge  was  launched  during  Earth  Week  as  a citywide  energy  efficiency  initiative  that  engaged 
Newburyport  households  in  estimating  their  baseline  energy  use  (carbon  footprint)  by  accessing  an  online  calculator  and 
pledging  to  take  one  or  more  simple,  personal  actions  to  reduce  carbon  emissions. 

> Kelley  Youth  Center  - Grant  recipient  in  the  amount  of  $ 1 1 6, 1 90  (awarded)  and  upgrades  including:  Modernized  Exhaust 
System,  Air  Sealed  Building  and  Insulated  Attic,  Upgraded  steam  and  air  handling  systems.

The  Newburyport  Historical  Commission  is  delegated  with  the  responsibility  of  administering 
the  Demolition  Delay  Ordinzince,  determining  historical  significance  related  to  CPC  applications, 
and  sometimes  holding  preservation  restrictions  related  to  various  CPA  and  Planning  Board 
projects. 

In  the  course  of  theses  duties,  the  Historical  Commission  held  20  Public  Meetings  in  FY  2009  on 
(18)  applications.  Of  these,  (1)  property  was  found  to  be  not  historically  significant  and  the 
demolition  permit  was  released,  (14)  properties  were  found  to  be  historically  significant  and 
demolition  permits  were  released;  and  (3)  demolition  delays  were  invoked.

SERVICES 


The  provision  of  excellent  service  and  the  continuation  of  the  recession  combined  to  make 
FYIO  another  very  busy  year  at  the  Newburyport  Public  Library.  FYIO  ended  with  a total 
circulation  of  353,926  items,  a 4%  increase  over  FY09.  The  library  was  open  3,256  hours 
with  295,574  visitors,  an  average  of  91  people  per  hour.  Interlibrary  loan  activity  was  high 
again  this  year,  with  over  65,000  items  loaned  to,  or  borrowed  from,  other  libraries. 


Adult  services  librarians  offered  53  programs,  with  819  attendees,  including  the  popular 
book  and  film  clubs.  Once  again,  the  library  partnered  with  the  Literary  Festival  in  April, 
serving  as  the  venue  for  teen  and  children’s  programs  throughout  the  day.  Particularly 
exciting  was  a talk  by  Gregory  Maguire.  The  festival’s  honoree  was  Pulitzer  Prize  winner 
and  Newburyport  native  John  P.  Marquand.  Anita  Shreve  was  the  winner  of  the  first  J.P. 
Marquand  prize. 


Information  Ser\'ices  staff  responded  to  over  1 7,3 1 8 inquiries  in  person  and  by  telephone 
and  email.  There  were  42,848  uses  of  the  library’s  public  computers  and  over  1 00,000 
visits  to  the  library’s  website.  Researchers  continued  to  mke  heavy  use  of  local  history  and 
genealogy  information  and  expertise  provided  by  staff  of  the  NPL  Archival  Center.  The 
library  pvirchased  new  language  learning  materials  and  subscribed  to  Mango  Languages,  an 
online  language  learning  database. 


The  Children’s  Services  department  also  experienced  a busy  year,  offering  225  programs 
with  an  attendance  of  4,074.  Participating  in  the  summer’s  “Go  Green”  reading  program^^^ 
were  161  children  who  read  for  a total  of  92,250  minutes,  about  9.5  hours  per  child.  The 
Teen  Loft  was  the  site  of  78  programs,  bringing  in  364  teens.  The  Teen  Advisory  Board 


continued  to  assist  with  program  planning  and  ran  the  Halloween  party  and  other  activities 
for  younger  children.  The  teen  librarian  established  an  outreach  program  for  the  young 
women  served  by  Dare  Family  Services. 

Assisting  the  friendly  and  knowledgeable  library  staff  were  62  volunteers  who  provided 
support  services  by  shelving  materials,  mending  books  and  providing  assistance  in  the 
Archival  Center.  Volunteers  contributed  a total  of  2,963  hours  this  year. 

City  boards  and  commissions  and  non-profit  community  groups  frequently  used  the 
library’s  free  meeting  spaces.  There  were  824  uses  of  the  Program  Room  and  Children’s 
Activity  Room.  The  conference  and  study  rooms  were  used  over  2,000  times. 

The  Emma  Andrews  Branch  Library  was  open  7 hours  per  week  in  the  first  three  months 
of  FYIO,  but  closed  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  due  a lead  paint  issue.  Attendance 
was  826  and  1,1 87  books  circulated.  The  Emma  Andrews  Branch  Improvement 
Association  remained  active  with  fundraising  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  branch.  They  funded 
two  scholarships  of  $500  each  for  graduating  Newburyport  High  School  students. 

TECHNOLOGY 

The  library’s  greatest  resource  is  a well-trained  and  capable  staff  dedicated  to  excellent 
customer  service.  Technology  supports  many  of  the  services  that  the  staff  provides.  For 
this  reason,  the  library  maintains  an  annual  technology  plan  and  strives  to  keep  technology 
services  current  and  in  good  working  order.  The  library  continued  implementation  of  the 
computer  hardware  upgrade  plan  through  the  scheduled  purchase  of  staff  and  public  PCs, 
and  upgraded  Office  and  antivirus  software  on  computers.  Network  bandwidth  issues  were 
addressed.  Selectors  of  children’s  materials  and  DVDs  began  using  the  online  ordering 
system.  The  NPL  website  provides  an  attractive  and  functional  remote  presence  for  the 
library. 

PLANNING 

The  NPL  and  its  users  continued  to  benefit  from  memberships  in  the  Merrimack  Valley 
Library  Consortium  and  the  Northeast  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System.  Through 
these  two  entities,  the  library  has  access  to  a 35-member  shared  catalog  and  online 
databases,  technology  assistance,  interlibrary  loan  and  delivery  and  consulting  services. 
MVLC  has  begun  the  migration  to  Evergreen,  an  open-source  integrated  library  system,  in 
cooperation  with  two  other  Massachusetts  automated  networks.  When  complete,  a self- 
check station  will  be  installed  as  a patron  option.  In  February,  the  library  undertook  a long 
range  planning  process,  facilitated  by  staff  of  the  Northeast  Massachusetts  Regional 
Library  System.  A long  range  planning  committee  composed  of  library  administration, 
staff,  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Friends’  Board  and  community  and  non- 
profit representatives  surv'eyed  the  community  and  worked  for  several  months  to  articulate 
community  visions  and  broad  goals.  From  these,  specific  5-year  goals  and  objectives  and 
an  FY12  action  plan  were  created.  Considering  the  expansive  growth  in  library  usage  since 
the  ten-year  old  building  renovation/addition  project  was  completed  in  2001,  a 
reevaluation  of  library  spaces  and  collections  is  due  and  will  be  a focus  for  next  year.  Out 
of  the  planning  process  grew  a new  mission  statement; 

“The  Library  is  the  centerpiece  of  our  community,  welcoming  and  empowering  all  in  the 
pursuit  of  knowledge,  culture  and  social  connections”.

As  we  bring  an  end  to  2010  and  begin  201 1,  the  sign  of  an  improving 
economy  has  not  been  realized  with  regard  to  the  need  for  police 
services.  This  past  year  calls  for  service  has  risen  to  an  all  time  high  of 
almost  25,000  calls,  which  is  an  increase  of  approximately  2,000  calls 
from  2009.  The  types  of  calls  and  the  severity  have  also  increased. 

It  is  evident  that  the  reduction  and  elimination  of  social  agencies  and 
support  groups  has  resulted  in  increased  intervention  and  assistance  by 
our  officers.  These  requests  are  coming  from  family  members  and 
medical  facilities  throughout  the  City.  In  many  situations  police 
personnel  and  dispatch  are  acting  as  referral  agents  due  to  the  fact  few 
agencies  are  open  we  are  one  open  twenty-four  hours  a day  or  have  a 
resource  pool  to  direct  these  people  to. 

In  addition  major  crime  has  also  been  evident  over  the  past  year 
including  sexual  assaults  and  crimes  involving  identity  theft.  With  the 
increase  of  global  access  and  technology,  Internet  related  crimes  will 
continue  to  evolve. 

TTie  police  department  is  partnering  with  community  groups  and  senior 
citizens  to  educate  and  bring  awareness  to  crimes  involving  the  Internet, 
electronic  technology  and  scams.  Educating  potential  targets  of  these 
scammers  will  help  reduce  overall  victimization. 

It’s  the  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Police  Department  to  protect  and 
serve  the  public.  This  is  accomplished  through  a team  approach  with 
dedicated  and  well-trained  police  officers  who  utilize  best  practices  and 
advanced  training  to  broaden  their  knowledge  and  expertise  to 
effectively  carry  out  their  duties.  Our  team  approach  is  geared  toward  the 
protection  of  life,  preservation  of  peace,  prevention  of  crime,  and  the 
prosecution  of  those  who  violate  tlie  law 

The  police  department  has  practiced  community  policing  long  before  it 
had  its  name,  using  beat  officers  in  the  downtown,  bike  patrols 
throughout  the  neighborhoods,  and  officers  interacting  with  the 
community. 

I want  to  thank  the  community  and  its  elected  officials  for  your 
continued  support  and  assistance  in  protecting  this  community.

Please  find  attached  FY2010  annual  reports  for  the  Newburyport  Department 
of  Public  Services,  Highway,  Sewer  and  Water  divisions.  Coordinated  effort 
by  all  DPS  staff  has  resulted  in  seamless  operations  for  all  three  divisions. 

The  Highway  Division  continued  with  its  programs  of  maintaining  all  City 
lands  and  buildings,  ten  roadways  were  paved  and  an  additional  two  roadways 
were  crack  sealed.  Additional  Highway  Division  duties  completed  included 
line  painting,  snow  fighting,  catch  basin  repairs  and  cleaning,  street  sweeping, 
public  trash  pick  up,  parks  and  cemetery  maintenance,  and  Phase  II  Storm 
Water  compliance  efforts.  The  Highway  Division  also  continued  to  provide 
all  City  maintenance  activities  to  most  City  vehicles. 

The  Sewer  Division  continues  improvements  to  wastewater  lift  stations  and 
the  collection  system.  The  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF)  continues 
to  consistently  meet  the  permits  limits  imposed  by  DEP  and  EPA,  and  the 
WWTF  Modernization  Project  has  started  the  first  phase  of  construction. 

The  Water  Division  will  be  having  a three  phase  upgrade  to  existing  Water 
Treatment  facility  that  has  been  long  overdue.  The  Water  Construction  crew 
continued  theirs  efforts  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  water  distribution 
system.  Similar  to  the  WWTF,  the  Water  Treatment  Plant  also  continues  to 
meet  its  permit  requirements. 

Efforts  have  been  completed  with  water  and  sewer  tie-ins  for  Plum  Island 
residents  and  the  water  meter  replacement  project.  The  Water  and  Sewer 
billing  department  processed  over  30,000  bills  for  this  fiscal  year.  Various 
safety  and  other  types  of  training  efforts  were  performed  for  all  members  of 
the  DPS  this  past  year. 
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The  Newburyport  Department  of  Public  Services  is  committed  to  servicing  each  of  our 
customers.

Mission  Statement: 

The  Newburyport  Department  of  Public  Services,  Sewer  Division  mission  is  to  provide 
Newburyport  with  a fiilly  functional  wastewater  treatment  facility  and  maintain,  repair  and 
improve  the  city’s  wastewater  collection  system  while  meeting  the  needs  of  the  ratepayers  and 
simultaneously  operating  the  infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible. 

Responsibilities: 

The  Sewer  Division  serves  over  1 8,000  customers  and  operates  approximately  seventy  five  miles 
of  sewer  mains,  sixteen  lift  stations,  the  Plum  Island  vacuum  sewer  system  and  pump  station,  and 
a 3.4  MOD  secondary  activated  sludge  plant  called  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF). 
Staff  members  are  dedicated  to  the  operation  of  the  wastewater  treatment  facility,  maintenance  of 
the  lift  stations  and  maintenance  of  the  collection  system. 

Facility  Operations: 

In  Fiscal  Year  2010,  an  average  of  2.45  MOD  of  sewerage  flow  was  pumped  and  treated  at  the 
WWTF  for  a total  treated  volume  of  over  899  million  gallons.  Our  NPDES  Permit  requires 
removals  for  Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand  (BOD)  and  total  Suspended  Solids  (TSS)  of  85%. 
Average  removals  for  TSS  and  BOD  were  94  % and  95%  respectively.  The  NPDES  permit 
requires  maximum  concentrations  for  BOD  and  TSS  in  the  effluent  to  be  30  mg/1  (or  30  parts  per 
million)  on  an  average  monthly  basis.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  results  listed  below, 
concentrations  for  BOD  and  TSS  were  well  within  permitted  ranges.

Collection  System: 

The  Sewer  Division  Collection  crews  responded  to  81  sewer  calls  and  143  Plum  Island  calls  in 
FY  2010.  Also,  74,100  linear  feet  of  sewer  lines  were  cleaned.  We  received,  approved  and 
inspected  the  construction  of  80  new  connections  to  the  system  from  six  separate  areas  of  the 
City  and  Plum  Island. 

Capital  Plan: 

The  department  continues  to  operate  under  its  Capital  Plan,  which  is  updated  annually  and  is 
separated  into  immediate,  1 year,  2 year,  3 year  and  5-year  increments.  This  plan  is  consistent 
with  the  City’s  Vision  Statement  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  City’s  infrastructure  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  ratepayers  while  simultaneously  operating  our  infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient 
manner  possible. 


Capital  Projects: 

This  department  undertook  significant  projects  in  FY  2010  including  the  completion  of  the 
generator  replacement  project  at  lift  stations.  Great  effort  was  put  into  the  plant  modification  and 
improvement  project.  Malcolm  Hoyt  flood  study  on  going,  as  well  as  West  end  easement  study. 

Additional  work  completed  in  FY2010  various  improvements  at  the  WWTF;  continuation  of  the 
Department’s  Infiltration/Inflow  (I/I)  reduction  program.  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS) 
activities,  permitting  and  inspection  of  various  developments,  various  upgrades  to  lift  stations. 
On  going  Plum  Island  vacuum  system,  work  (Upgrades)  to  help  reduce  OT  hours  on  the  Island. 
Replacement  of  sewer  manhole  frames  and  co\'ers.  Repair  sewers  throughout  the  City.  Training 
efforts  have  resulted  in  the  sewer  department  having  lowest  Worker’s  Comp  Claims  of  any  DPS 
division.  Phase  II  Stormwater  implementation  tasks.  Application  for  renewal  of  the  NPDES 
Permit  was  also  completed  in  full. 

This  department  serves  approximately  1 8,407  customers  and  stands  ready  and  able  to  serve  each 
of  them  as  well  as  answer  any  and  all  questions  and  comments  they  may  have.

Mission  Statement: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  mission  is  to  provide  Newburyport, 
Newbury  and  West  Newbury  with  sustainable  high  quality  water  for  all  uses,  maintain  water 
purification  and  testing,  maintain,  repair,  and  install  distribution  lines  and  continue  to  improve 
upon  quality  and  efficiency  in  a cost  effective  and  environmentally  sensitive  manner  for  the  short 
and  long  term  benefit  of  our  customers. 


Responsibilities: 

There  are  over  8000  residential  and  1000  business  customers  supplied  by  the  Water  Division. 
The  staff  members  serve  three  functions: 

• the  business  office  in  city  hall, 

• operation  of  treatment  and  pumping  facilities 

• maintenance  of  the  distribution  system 

Eighty  percent  of  the  water  comes  from  reservoirs  along  the  city  border  with  West  Newbury  and 
twenty  percent  from  two  wells  within  the  city.  The  reservoir  water  is  treated  at  Spring  Lane 
treatment  plant  and  pumped  into  the  distribution  system  along  vsdth  water  from  the  tw'o  wells. 
Water  is  distributed  to  customers  via  80  miles  of  water  mains.  The  treatment  plant  is  in 
operation  and  staffed  24  hours  a day,  7 days  a week.  After-hour  emergencies  are  directed  to  the 
treatment  plant  where  staff  can  immediately  page  our  on-call  construction  crew  to  respond.  The 
Newburyport  Water  Division  is  self-sufficient  since  water  rates  and  fees  are  set  to  fund  the  entire 
budget.  The  water  rate  has  remained  the  same  since  July  2006. 

Coordinated  effort  by  all  DPS  staff  resulted  in  seamless  operation  of  Water,  Sewer  and  Highway 
Divisions  with  vacated  DPS  Director  position. 
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Business  Office: 

The  business  office  with  a staff  of  three,  handles  metering,  billing  and  customer  issues,  along 
with  overall  administration.  During  the  past  year,  significant  efforts  were  made  to  collect  past 
due  accounts. 

Facility  Operations: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services  Water  Division,  facility  operations  staff  members  are 
certified  in  accordance  with  state  regulations.  They  manage  the  reservoirs  and  wells,  and  operate 
and  maintain  the  pumping  stations  and  treatment  plant.  Staff  conduct  thousands  of  tests  to 
monitor  water  quality  for  more  than  120  contaminants,  making  sure  our  water  is  safe  and  in 
compliance  with  all  regulations.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  our  water  quality  meets  or  surpasses 
all  state  and  federal  water  quality  standards  again  this  year. 

Construction: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  construction  staff  maintains  water  mains, 
valves,  hydrants  and  meters,  and  responds  to  emergencies  24  hours  a day,  seven  days  a week.  In 
addition  to  routine  maintenance  work,  crews  repair  mains  and  their  associated  customer  service 
lines  as  part  of  the  ongoing  program.  Crews  have  also  been  repairing  water  main  breaks  and 
service  leaks  throughout  the  winter.  The  crew  was  also  busy  v^th  renewing  water  services, 
tapping  of  water  mains  for  private  contractors,  and  installing  new  hydrants.  The  constmction 
crew  is  currently  involved  with  many  projects  including  the  following: 

• Working  in  coordination  with  private  contractor  to  upgrade  to  new  12-inch  water  main  on 
Water  Street  from  Bromfield  to  Lime,  as  well  as,  replace  service  lines  in  this  area. 

• Crews  responded  to  and  addressed  1 0 water  main  breaks  and  9 service  leaks  that  required 
emergency  repairs. 

• Crews  completed  21  scheduled  service  replacements  and  installed  2 new  services 

• Completed  Fall  and  Spring  hydrant  flushing  program  of  1 00%  of  all  hydrants  undergo 
flushing 

• Instituted  a program  using  GPS  to  mark  water  valves  locations  throughout  the  City 

• Crew  replaced  service  lines  along  State  Street  from  High  to  Greenleaf. 

Capital  Projects: 

Water  Treatment  Plant  Evaluation: 

The  evaluation  of  the  existing  water  treatment  plant  and  pumping  facilities  started  in 
2008  was  completed.  After  lengthy  review  and  cost  analysis,  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  selected  to  utilize  a three-phase  program  to  upgrade  the  existing  water 
treatment  facility.  The  first  phase  is  to  construct  a new  clearwell  and  make  upgrades  to 
the  existing  pump  station.  Phase  two  involves  improvements  to  the  water  distribution 
system,  while  Phase  three  includes  water  treatment  plant  building  upgrades,  equipment 
replacement,  residual  improvements,  SCADA  improvements. 

Paint  Rawson  Hill  Tank: 

A contract  was  awarded  to  BETA  for  design  work  associated  with  painting  the  Rawson 
Hill  Tank.

Mission  Statement: 

The  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Department  of  Public  Services,  Highway  Division  is  to 
maintain  all  roadways,  drainage  infrastructure,  parks,  cemeteries,  schools  and  other  city  facilities 
for  all  customers  of  the  department  in  a cost  effective  and  environmentally  sensitive  manner  for 
the  short  and  long-term  benefit  of  our  customers  and  the  environment. 

Responsibilities: 

The  Highway  Division  is  responsible  for  the  following  services  with  respect  to  city 
infrastructure:  storm  water  collection,  yearly  catch  basin  cleaning,  street  line  painting,  street 
paving,  street  sweeping,  snow  and  ice  removal,  street  and  sidewalk  maintenance,  installation  of 
all  city  street  signs,  school,  park  and  cemetery  maintenance,  preparation  for  burials  in  the  two 
city  cemeteries,  tree  trimming,  removal  and  planting,  maintenance  and  cleaning  of  Plum  Island 
beaches,  assistance  to  Police  and  Fire  Departments  when  called  upon,  assistance  for  Yankee 
Homecoming  and  all  other  City  events,  and  support  to  all  other  Departments  in  the  City  with 
equipment  and  labor.  The  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  fleet  maintenance  Highway, 
Water  Sewer  Police  Fire  Council  of  Aging,  School  Dept,  Emergency  Management  and  City 
Clerk  vehicles. 


Roadways: 

The  Highway  Division  repairs  and  maintains  all  city  roads,  sidewalks  and  parking  lots. 
The  following  streets  were  paved  in  the  fall  of  2010:

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The  Highway  Division  also  issued  street  opening  permits,  curb  cut  permits,  sidewalk  permits, 
and  dumpster  permits  to  various  contractors  and  residents 

Line  painting: 

Crews  put  down  more  than  1 00  gallons  of  roadway  paint  in  support  of  street  line  painting, 
parking  lots,  crosswalks  and  school  crossings 

Street  Sweeping: 

Over  224  lane  miles  of  roadway  were  swept  and  1 00%  of  all  required  city  streets  were  swept 
once  in  accordance  with  NPDES  Stormwater  Permit. 


Snow  Plow  ing  and  Removal: 

Highway  crews  responded  to  7 snow  plowing  events  totaling  over  34  cumulative  inches.  Roads, 
schools  and  municipal  and  NRA  parking  lots  were  treated  with  salt  by  crews  during  the  winter. 
The  city  used  1257  tons  of  salt  during  the  2009/2010  winter. 


Trash: 

Public  Services  crews  emptied  144  trash  barrels  located  throughout  the  city  7-days  a week  365 
days  a year,  totaling  more  than  1100  cubic  yards  of  waste. 

Drainage: 

The  Highway  Division  is  responsible  for  2779  catchbasins,  515  drainage  manholes  and  178 
outfalls.  Crews  rebuilt  35  catch  basins  city  wide.  All  catchbasins  were  cleaned  city  wide  in  the 
spring.  The  Highway  Division  continues  improvement  and  maintenance  on  the  drainage  system 
and  awaits  MA  DEP’s  update  of  the  new  NPDES  Storm  Water  Permit  requirements. 


Parks/Schools: 

The  Highway  Division  maintains  the  parks  by  grass  mowing,  weed  trimming,  debris  cleanup, 
trimming  shrubbery  and  trees,  and  various  other  maintenance  duties.  Assistance  from  various 
community  groups  and  inmate  work  crews  helped  complete  the  maintenance  of  these  facilities.

Cemetery: 

The  Highland  Cemetery  and  the  Old  Hill  Cemetery  are  maintained  and  operated  by  the  Highway 
Division.  1 5 burials  were  performed  to  date  by  Highway  personnel.  The  crews  are  responsible 
for  locating,  excavating,  backfilling  and  reseeding  all  graves.  Additional  responsibilities  include 
locating  and  installed  markers  and  headstones,  cleaning  up  debris,  placing  veteran’s  markers  and 
lawn  maintenance. 
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Fleet  Maintenance: 

The  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  city  wide  fleet  maintenance  which  includes  repair 
and  maintenance  of  the  following  departments:

Fleet  maintenance  personnel  performed  over  200  services  on  city  vehicles  consisting  of  over 
7500  man  hours  of  service  work  on  DPS  equipment  and  in  support  of  other  departments.  Duties 
performed  include  regular  services  on  all  types  of  equipment  and  specialty  services  including 
engine  replacement  and  transmission  rebuilding. 


In  addition  to  the  scheduled  services  for  the  above  departments,  repairs  were  done  throughout  the 
year  as  needed.  The  Fleet  Maintenance  crew  is  also  responsible  for  maintaining  parts  inventory 
and  assisting  in  other  daily  duties  of  the  Highway  Department  including  plowing 

Replacement  equipment  purchased  in  FY  2010  was  a CASE  580  Backhoe.

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  serves  as  an  advocate  for  all  1,019  local 
veterans  and  their  1,940  dependents  who  reside  in  the  City.  The  Department 
advises  clients  as  to  the  availability  of  services,  benefits,  entitlements  and 
provides  financial  assistance  (M.G.L.  C.115)  to  needy  veterans  and  their 

dependents  who  have  served  honorably  in  the  United  States  Armed  Forces.  In 
Fiscal  year  2011,  approximately  $96,000  was  disbursed  to  local  deserving 
veterans  or  their  spouses  from  the  City  of  Newburyport.  The  cost  of  this  benefit 
program  is  reimbursed  to  the  City  by  the  State,  one  year  after  payment,  at  the 
rate  of  $.75  for  every  $1 .00  disbursed  by  the  City. 

In  the  year  2010,The  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  a branch  of  the  Federal 
government,  disbursed  over  $2,000,000  to  Newburyport  Veterans  in  pensions, 
disability  compensation,  or  as  pensions  for  surviving  spouses.  Much  of  this 
money  is  spent  within  the  City  benefiting  the  Newburyport  merchants  and 
businesses  who  serve  our  Veteran  population.  The  infusion  of  this  money  into 
our  City  does  not  require  that  the  City  spend  any  money  to  get  it.  The  Veterans’ 
Services  Office  assists  veterans  and  their  families  in  processing  applications  for 
these  Federal  benefits.  The  Office  also  assists  pensioners  with  their  annual 
Veterans’  Affairs  financial  Eligibility  Verification  Reports  and  applications  for  local  _ 
Property  Tax  Abatements/Exemptions. 

The  Veterans’  Services  Office  organizes  the  Memorial  Day  and  Veterans’  Day 
celebrations.  Part  of  those  annual  duties  involves  replacing  the  flags  at  the  2,300 
veteran  graves  in  Newburyport’s  cemeteries  before  the  Memorial  Day  Holiday. 

The  seventh  grade  class  from  the  Nock  Middle  School  assists  each  year  in  this 
commemoration  by  placing  flags  at  the  graves  of  veterans  in  St.  Mary’s  and 
Belleville  cemeteries.

YOUTH  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 


MISSION  STA  TEMENT 

The  mission  of  Newburyport  Youth  Services  is  to  create  quality  programming  and 
events  for  the  City’s  youth  in  safe  and  supportive  environments  that  encourage 
growth,  self  exploration  and  empowerment. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Department  works  collaboratively  and  pro-actively  with  the  Youth 
Commission,  school  system  and  other  City  departments  and  organizations  to 
promote,  encourage,  develop  and  provide  appropriate  activities  to  assess  and  meet 
the  apparent  and  underlying  needs  of  youth  and  their  families.  The  responsibility 
of  the  Department  is  to  create  programming  during  out  of  school  time,  including 
weekends,  evenings  and  summer.  The  department  also  oversees  the  work  of  The 
BEACON  Coalition  to  build  assets  and  reduce  underage  substance  abuse. 

The  Department  continues  to  work  as  an  advocate  for  youth,  so  that  their  ideas, 
concerns  and  needs  are  heard  and  addressed  by  the  community  of  Newburyport. 
Youth  Services  also  acts  as  a clearing  house  of  information  for  families  and 
youth.

City  Auditor’s  Office 
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Because  of  continuing  concerns  in  the  economy,  a more  conservative  approach  was  applied  to  FY  2010  General  Fund  revenue  estimates.  Lxjcal 
Receipts  were  estimated  at  $355,966  below  FY  2009  actual  collections  and  net  State  Aid  estimates  were  reduced  by  nearly  $300,000  from  the  prior 
year.  In  addition,  new  growth  in  property  tax  revenue  was  estimated  at  $250,000  which  was  $150,000  below  the  FY  2009  actual  amount. 
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
